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They had a law in Crete, which had fublited 
time immemorial, that whoever was generally al- 
lowed to have done molt honor to his country in 
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j juttice was banifhed from this lovely ifland, 
re reigned a King, who was fo great an enemy 
Ingratiiude, that he made an edict, that who- 
er fhould be found gailty of it, fhould be pun- 
hed with death; and that, fentence being’ pat- 
i by the court, there fhould be no appeal to 
yother power; nor remiffion, but from the 
pmplainant himfelf. But before any complaint 
this kind was made, death put an end to the 
fe of tais monarch, who left his fon and fuccei- 
ran infant; fo that the Sovereign power, dur- 
pz his minority, was invefted in the Senate. 

Awar had fublifted along time between the 
yetans and Venetians; and the former mult have 
cn entirely fubdued by the latter, | had it not 
en for the extraordinary valor of their General. 
: would be too tedious to relate all the great and 
oble actions of this great man.—Elow, when op- 
ofed by numbers, his fingle arm redeemed the 
nor of the field:—how, when covered over 
ith blood, and his whole body feemed but one 
ge wound, he fpurned the man who offered |

his paffage. In fhort he was looked upon as the 
gurdian Angel of Crete, and fo diftinguithed by 
all degrees Of people, mere than by his poll, or 
he name he derived from his ancettors. 

Long did he retain thefe honors unequalled and 
tlone, ‘till heaven raifed him a competitor in his 
enn iot The youth, whom he had trained to 
battle from his moft early years, became in 
time fo great a warrior, that his father only was 
thought his equal. He had given many proofs of 
his abilities in two campaigns againft the Vene- 
tens; but, in the third, when the Venetians had 
aflembled their whole force, commanded by the 
Doge’s fon in perfon, our young hero eltablifhed 
arepatation never to be er fed. 

Tae troops of Crete were divided into two ar- 
mies, one of which was headed by the old Gene- 
ri, the other by his fon: the former was only 
whle to keep the field, while the other entirely 
routed that part of the Venetian army they were 
engaged with; and then marching to the relief of 
the old General, obtained fo compltte a victory, 
that the Venetians were obliged to fue for peace. 
To complete the triumph of the young General,

the day of battle, fhould, at his return, be grat- 
ified with any demand he fhould think fit to make. 

On this a contelt arofe between the two Gene- 
rals, in which no confiderations of blood, duty, 
or paternal affection, could prevail on either to 
yield. ‘The tuther knew and regarded the merit 
of his fon, yet thought to make a facrifice of his 
jong-worn honois, would bea recompence too 
great; and the fon, who, on the leait command 
of fo excellent a father, would have readily laid 
down his life, could not fubmit to facrifice his ti- 
tle to glory, even to the calls of duty. 

They both appeared before the Senate, and 
made their refpective claims. ‘Ihe father plead- 
ed his ancient fervices, the fon his late fuccefs, 
and the advantages gained by it io the whole na- 
tion. The matter was foon decided, and the 
young General was pronounced Delaverer of his 
country, and required to name the thing he re- 
quelied : on which, to atone, as he thought, for 
the umbrage he had given his father, ,he requeé- 
ed a ftatue of him might be erected, and all the 
glorious atchievements engraved on the pedeital. 
The whole ailemb!y rung with applaufes of his 
filial piety; who, haviag it in his power to de- 


ation of his fatner’s honors. But the attion had 
2 quite contrary effe@ on the mind of the perfon 
it was intended to oblige. ‘The old General, 
peevith through age and infirmities, and mortifi- 
ed to think his glories were about to be eclipfed 
by a luminary to which his own example had firft 
given light, was {fo far from being pleafed at this 
proof of his fon’s refpeg}, that he rather looked 
upon it as oftentation; and that he did not defire 
this monument of his father’s victories, but to 
fhew his own fvroafled them; and that the grate- 
ful recompence was made in confideration of his 
later and meritorious fervices. This imagination, 
however unjult, funk fo deeply into his ioul, that 
he retired to his country-feat, filled with difcon- 
tent «gainft his fon, whom he ordered never to 
fee him more, and renounced him with the molt 
bitter imprecations, 

The young Gener. was deeply afflifted at the 
difpleature of his father : and finding ail the fub- 
miffion he could make ferved rather to increafe 
than mitigate it, fell into a melancholy, which all 
the honors he received had not the power to dif- 
pel. 

In the mean time the Princefs of Crete, filler to 
the late King, fell defperately ia love with him; 
and forgetting her dignity made an offer of her 





he had the glory of taking the Doge’s fon prifon- 
er, after defeating him in Gingle combat; and af- 
ter him the moft experienced Venetian Captain, 
on whofe go64 or bad fuccefs the whole, in a great 
Weafure, depended. 

} The joy and acclamations with which thefe 
Worriors were received at their return to the cap- 
tal by the Senate, as wel! as the populace, was 
equal to their ficcefs. But this fun of triamph 
was foon obfcured by an unlooked-for ftorm, 
which had nearly overwhelmed them in rvin and 
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perfon and treafures; but he, infenfible of her 
charms, and whoily devoted to tnake peace with 
his father, Would confent on no other conditions 
than firft to fend a fum of money to his father, to 
redeem fome lands which his former liberclity to 
the foldiers had obliged him to mortgage, and to 
keep the thing an inviolable fecret. 

The implacable old man received chankfully 
the donation, as coming from the Princefs; but 
| being informed afterwards, by fome perfon the 








ferred this favor apon him, inttead of being 
peaied by this new proof of filial affedlion, he be- 
came infinitely more irritated againit him than 
ever: and in order ‘o be revenged on the infult, 
as he termed it, formed a‘refolution, the mott 
ftrange and unnatural that ever entered the heart 
of man. 

Borne on the wings of fury, and deaf to all the 
remonitrances that were made him, he flew to the 
capital, and demanded juftice in the execution of 
the law againtt his fon ; whom, in a molt pathetic 
fpeech, he accafed of Ingratitude; repeated the 
various obligations he had to him both as a father 
and preceptor; proved that in the heat of battle, 
while yet a novice in the art of war, he had 
thrown himfelf between him and the impencing 
danger, received the wounds defigned for him, 
«nd times unnumbered thielded him from death. 
‘For all which bounties (added he) he ftripped 
me of the glories 1 hid gained before he hada be- 
ing; ravithed from me the prize of fame, more 
dear to me than life, and brought my age with 
forrow to the grave.” 

The young General refufed io make any de- 
fence; «and hating a life his father’s unkindnefs 
had made wretched, fubmitted to the fentence the 
Senate unwillingly were obliged to pafs upon 
him. 

This intelligence no feoner reathed the Prin- 
cefs, than wild with grief the ran to the Senate~ 
houfe; and fri, by oft perfusfions, endeavored. 
to move the heart of the old General: dat, lie 
continuing obdurate, fhe vowed he thould fuffer 
the fame face with his innocent fon: accordingly» 
fhe accufed him of the hig heft Ingratitude to here 
as, being obliged to her for the redemption of his 
lands, ac had contrived to deprive her of what 
he knew was moft dearto her. The charge was 
too julily founded to be denied, and the Senate 
were obliged to fatisfy the demand the made. 

The young General, who had heard with an 
unfhaken courage his own doom pronounced, 
could not fupport that of his fathers and revolv- 
ing in his mind what he fhouldde to fave him, 
became, in his turn, accufer of the Princefs: He 
urged, that having for a long time fought his af- 
fections, fhe had, at lait, obtained a promife of 
martiage from him, on which, the pretended, her 
life depended ; yet, the had no fooner obtained 
it, than fhe ungratefully betrayed a fecret he had 
bound her to conceal, and by that fatal difcovery 
irritated his father, and had been the caufe of 
boih their ruin. The amorous Princefs pleaded 
guilty to this charge, being defirous of dying 
with nim the loved, even Cruel as he now feemed ; 
and ws no perfon whatever wis exempt by this law 
from the penalty, the was condemned to fufter 
with the General and his fon. 

The power of preventing fo tragical a fcene 
lay wholly in the old General, who by remitting 
the offences of his fon, would have obtained of 
the Princefs remiflion for himfelf, as the alfo would
